You might be interested to know that 
thanks to the efforts of Dr.R.G. Large, 
Chairman of the Prince Rupert Cen- 
tennial Committee and President of 
the Museum of Northern British Co- 
lumbia, one of the Centennial projects 
for this sea-port town has been the 
construction of amuch-needed modern 
building to house the exceptional col- 
lection of native artifacts and histori- 
cal items that comprise the Museum 
of Northern British Columbia. 

The old museum building was built 
around 1909 to house the Government 
offices and bore the wear of countless 
footsteps until the completion of the 
present Court House in 1933. Follow- 
ing the removal of the governmental 
staff to their new quarters, the old 
building was then turned over for use 
as a public library and had, on its 
second floor, a modest collection of 
historical miscellany. This marked 
the beginning of what was to become 
one of the foremost museums north of 
Vancouver. 

However, this building soon proved 
unsuitable since it offered little se- 
curity against loss of exhibits by fire

and this, in turn, caused owners of 
many rare pieces of native art to be 
reluctant to loan their private col- 
lections for display. In addition to the 


ever-present risk of fire though, the 
museum building was found to be in- 
creasingly inadequate for the effective 
display of the numerous articles on 
hand. However the new building will 
remedy this. It is about eighty feet 
long by forty feet wide and the roof 
designis such that the exhibition floor 
will be unobstructed by supporting 
posts thus permitting maximum use 
of floor space. Provision has been 
made for a small office for the Sec-

Street, include those at present front- | 2, 
ing the old museum. These are Haida 3 | 
poles from the old village of Yan Z 


which was situated on Masset Inlet, 
directly across from the present day 
settlement of Masset, Queen Char- 
lotte Islands. It might be of interest to 
describe one of these, the ‘‘Leaf-and 
-Flower’’ Pole, standing at the right 
hand corner of the old building. The 
pole, twenty-five feet tall, contains 
in vertical progression from the 
bottom: two grizzly bears sitting 
erect, one on top of the other, two 
stems with leaves and flowers in low 
relief rising in vine-like fashion to 
the carved eagle which tops the pole. 

This pole belonged to Chief Gayaw 
of Yan whose family journeyed several 
times to Victoria by dug~out canoe, 
in the carving of which the Haida ex- 
celled (some canoes being seventy feet 
long and carved from a single cedar 
tree), and acquired a considerable 
fortune in the sea-otter trade. They 
much admired the flowers in the 
gardens of the ‘‘Whitemans’’ town, 
and on their return to their native 
village, were the first to adopt them 
as a family emblem and have them 
carved on their totem pole. 

In addition to the Haida Poles a third 
pole will be raised which will revive 
memories of the C.N.R. park in 
Prince Rupert whenit was the ‘‘Totem 
center’’ of this city. This pole will 
be a reproduction of the famous “ Wolf” 
totem pole of Gitlakdamix onthe upper 
Nass River, which was brought from 
that settlement during the 1920’s and 
was an outstanding attraction of the 
park for many years until the ravages 
of time dictated its removal. The city 
of Prince Rupert Parks Board com- 
missioned Mr. Charles Dudoward, 
the well-known carver at Port Simp- 
son, to make a reproduction of the 
pole; the cedar required for the tree 
being donated by the Columbia Cellu- 
lose Company Limited. 

Under the continuing supervision of 
Mrs. Bolton the museum opened in 
August at a ceremony that marked 
One of the high points of Prince Ru- 
pert’s Centennial Week.

George Ogston of Vanderhoof was 
a clerk at the post in 1906 and 
recalls that access was slightly 
more complicated than is the 

case today. From Hazelton supplies 
were brought by pack horse 110 
miles to Babine Lake, ferried 100 
miles down the lake by. rowboat, 
loaded onto wagons for a nine mile 
portage to Stuart lake, and rowed 
45 miles down the lake to the fort.

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During the flamboyant railway era 
prior to 1914, the Central Interior 
experienced the gaudy age of town 
building. Sub-divisions were 
carved from the wilderness, towns 
sprang up everwhere, and none 
knew which would die and which 
would prosper. For instance when 
Prince George was only the site of 
an Indian reservations its two 
sister communities of South Fort 
and Fort George were the largest 
settlements in the Interior with 
populations of about 1,500 each. 
Yet both waned and Prince George 
survived, in fact for the past five 
years it has been Canada’s fastest 
growing city.
